Deévelop New Device .

The British ‘hope. to develop |-

Once these fields are
entered an electric  circuit is
broken; disclosing: to ground op-
erators the exact location of the
enemy. craft. Thus, they would
be able to map.a course of in-
vading aircraft almost instan-
taneously.

The information then would be
relayed to British night-fighters
flying at high aititudes.

The projected new night de-
tector would be coordinated with
searchlight  batteries.  Search-
lights would automatically swing
towaed locations disclosed by the
detectors and bring anti-aircraft
guns into play.

Officials said théy expected
the British to make available to
this country any device which
they perfect to'cope with night
raids.
